The  exercises  commanded  the  close  attention  of  a  large 
audience,  -which  disjDersed  well  pleased  M'itli  the  first  year's 
work  of  the  Association. 


FIRST    ANNUAL    REPORT 


OF  THE  PRESIDRNT  OF  THE 


Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 


The  first  year  of  tlic  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
of  Chicago,  closes  with  the  exercises  of  this  evening ;  and 
the  constitution  devolves  upon  the  President  the  duty  of 
presenting  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  a  full 
report  of  its  doings  and  progress  during  the  past  year. 

In  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  I  feel  that  I 
may  ask  my  beloved  brethren  of  the  Association  to  join 
me  in  expressions  of  gratitude  to  God,  in  view  of  the  many 
tokens  of  Divine  favor  which  have  attended  us  in  this,  our 
first  year's  effort  as  an  Association.  Truly,  we  have  gained 
a  name  and  a  place  among  the  philanthropic  and  religious 
enterprises  of  this  city. 

Many  of  us  embarked  in  this  enterprise,  not  without 
doubts  and  apprehensions  as  to  the  result.  A  few  years 
before,  a  similar  institution  had  arisen  upon  the  waves  of 
popular  religious  excitement.  Hundreds  of  Christian  3'oung 
men  gathered  around,  and  sung  loud  pnsans  over  the  suc- 
cessful launch  of  the  gallant  barque,  but  in  a  few  brief 
months,  the  storms  of  worldly  care  and  business  engage- 
ments blew  over  it,  and  it  disappeared  from  the  public 
view.  And  well  might  those  identified  with  the  first  efi'ort 
feel  apprehensive  as  to  the  result  of  the  second.  Indeed 
many  good  Christian  young  men,  whose  counsels,  sympathy 
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uiul  co-operation  would  have  clieereil  onv  hopes,  eularged 
and  strengthened  our  iniiuence,  and  enabled  us  to  achieve 
still  o-reater  rcsnlts  than  without  them  w^e  have  been  able 
to  accomplish,  so  apprehensive  as  to  the  iiite  of  our  enter- 
prise, have  stood  entirely  aloof,  apparently  listening  the 
live-long  year  for  the  heavy  tramp  of  that  procession,  that 
should  bear  our  remains  to  the  (piiet  resting  place  of  our 
deceased  relative.  But  thanks  be  to  God,  that  these  solici- 
tous brethren  may  to-night  rejoice  with  us,  that  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  of  Chicago  has  withstood  the 
storms  of  one  year,  at  least.  But  this  not  of  ourselves,  but 
(»f  Ilim  who  was  our  wisdom  and  strength,  in  the  day  of  our 
ignorance  and  weakness.  The  Holy  Spirit  has  been  with 
us,  encouraging  our  hearts  and  pervading  our  efforts,  and 
with  each  revolving  month,  liberal  accessions  have  been 
made  to  our  numbers,  and  many  young  men  drawn  within 
the  sphere  of  our  influence.  Xotliing  has  been  suffered  to 
disturb  the  harmony  that  has  uniformly  prevailed  through- 
out our  entire  membership,  in  our  deliberations,  discussions 
and  labors.  And  amid  the  many  bright  and  shining  marks 
that  have  adorned  the  ranks  of  our  soldiery,  (^od  in  His 
good  Providence,  has  suffered  the  shafts  of  death  to  be  lev- 
eled at  not  one. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Prior  to  the  organization  of  this  Association,  a  few  young 
men  composing  what  w\as  then  called  "  The  Chicago  Young 
Men's  Society  for  lieligious  Improvement,"  taking  note  of 
tile  flourishing  condition  of  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tions in  nearly  all  of  the  principal  cities  of  the  Union,  re- 
solved, notwithstanding  the  ugly  precedent  of  the  past,  to 
make  a  second  experiment  of  establishing  such  an  Associa- 
tion here.  They  accordingly  published  a  call,  inviting  all 
the  Christian  Y^oung  Men  of  the  various  Evangelical 
Churches  of  our  city,  favorable  to  the  organization  of  such 
an  Association,  to  meet  at  a  specified  time  and  place.  This 
call  was  so  generally  and  enthusiastically  responded  to,  that 
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etej^s  were  immediately  taken,  which  resulted,  in  a  lew  weeks, 
in  a  complete  organization,  adoption  of  a  constitution,  and 
election  of  a  full  corps  of  officers.  These  officers  entered 
upon  their  duties  on  the  third  Monday  of  June,  1858. 

The  preamble  to  the  Constitution,  expresses  in  general 
terms  the  object  of  the  Association,  as  follows  : 

"We,  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a  desire  to  promote 
Evangelical  Religion,  and  to  stimulate  vital  piety  among 
young  men,  resident  in,  or  visiting  this  city  or  vicinity,  and 
impressed  with  the  importance  of  concentrated  and  united 
eifort  in  accomplishing  that  object,  and  desirous  of  forming 
an  association  in  which  we  may  together  labor  for  the  great 
end  proposed,  hereby  agree  to  adopt  for  our  government  the 
following  Constitution,'- 

The  second  section  of  the  first  article  of  tlie  Constitution 
reiterates  this  design  in  more  concise  terms,  as  follows  :— 
"  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  improvement  of 
the  spiritual,  intellectual  and  social  condition  of  yf'ung  men, 
by  the  ways  and  means  hereinafter  designated."" 

By  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  four  classes  of 
membership  constitute  the  Association — namely : 

1.  Active  Members,  comprising  those  who  belong  to 
some  Evangelical  Church. 

2.  Associate,  comprising  all  avIio  are  elected  on  the 
grounds  of  good  moral  character,  though  they  may  not  be- 
long to  any  Church — both  these  classes  paving  into  the 
Treasury  an  annual  fee  of  Two  Dollars. 

3.  Zife  Members,  composed  of  all  possessing  the  quali- 
fications of  either  active  or  associate  members,  who  contri- 
bute to  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  Twenty 
Dollars ;  which  amount  exempts  tliem  from  any  further  tax- 
ation, and  entitles  them  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Associa- 
tion, unless  it  may  he  in  certain  cases,  of  voting  and  holding 
office,  these  being  limited  to  Church  members  within  the 
age  of  forty  years  ;  and 
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4th.  Honorary  Members,  comprising  such  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Association  may  be  wortliy  of  an  election  to 
that  distinction. 

It  is  made  the  general  duty  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Association,  to  seek  out  young  men  taking  up  their  residence 
in  Chicago  and  its  vicinity,  and  endeavor  to  ])ring  them 
under  moral  and  religious  influences,  by  aiding  them  in  the 
selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and  employment ;  by 
introducing  them  to  the  members  and  privileges  of  the  As- 
sociation ;  by  securing  their  attendance  at  some  place  of 
public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  and  by  every  means  in  their 
power,  surrounding  tliem  with  Christian  influences. 

MEMBERS. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  one  hundred  and  forty 
young  men  had  enrolled  their  names  under  the  class  of  Ac- 
tive, nine  under  that  of  Associate,  and  two  under  that  of 
Life  membership — making  at  that  time  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one  members.  Since  then,  the  number  of 
Active  members  has  been  increased  to  two  hundred  and 
ninety-three;  that  of  Associate  to  forty-eight,  and  that  of 
Life  to  fourteen — making  the  present  total  number  of  mem- 
bers three  hundred  and  fifty-five. 

ROOMS. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  Association  occu- 
pied a  Hall  on  Randolph  street,  which,  at  the  time  it  was 
secured,  seemed  the  most  available  and  eligible  that  could 
be  obtained.  It  was  leased  until  the  first  of  A})ril  at  a  rent 
of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  per  annum.  Notwithstanding  our 
efficient  Committee  on  Rooms  rendered  this  place  of  meeting 
in  many  respects,  pleasant  and  attractive,  nevertheless, 
there  were  insuperable  objections  to  it  as  a  reading  and  au- 
dience room,  so  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease  a  removal 
was  made  to  the  Xew  Block  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  on  the  corner  of  Clark  and  "Washington  Streets,  a 
location  unsurpassed  in  point  of  central  advantages.     In  thig 
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new  locality  the  same  efficient  cominitteo  have  fitted  up  in 
the  second  story  of  the  building,  a  large  and  conunodious 
Reading  Eoom,  in  a  style  simple  and  unostentatious,  yet 
beautiful  and  attractive.  There  is  diffused  throughout  the 
place,  an  air  of  neatness  and  comfort,  ^vell  calculated  to  make 
the  young-  man  who  resorts  thither,  feel  more  like  being  in 
the  midst  of  the  hallowed  influences  of  home,  than  in  any 
other  place  outside  the  domestic  circle.  This  room  is  under 
the  especial  care  of  the  Librarian,  and  some  members  of  the 
Association  are  in  attendance  almost  every  evening  to  re- 
ceive and  welcome  visitors.  It  is  open  from  morning  until 
ten  o'clock  at  night  each  day,  except  the  Sabbath,  and  all 
young  men  especially,  togetlier  with  such  others  as  may 
please  to  come,  are  cordially  invited  to  this  pleasant  retreat 
from  the  dusty  arena  of  daily  life,  and  to  a  free  use  of  the 
Books,  Periodicals  and  Newspapers  there  provided. 

Besides  the  Reading  Room,  we  have,  in  the  next  story 
above,  a  large  and  commodious  hall,  well  furnished  and 
lighted,  where  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  are 
held  every  third  Monday  evening  of  each  month,  and  where 
the  lectures  before  the  Association  are  usually  given. 

Adjoining  this  hall,  is  also  a  pleasant  room  neatly  furnish- 
ed, where  are  held  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
every  second  Monday  evening  of  each  month,  and  the  reg- 
ular prayer  meeting  of  tlie  Association,  every  Saturday 
evening  of  each  week. 

All  of  these  rooms  have  been  secured  for  the  Association, 
at  a  less  expense  than  the  Hall  in  Randolph  street,  by 
one  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  making  our  present  rent  three 
lumdred  and  sixty  dollars,  which  includes  also  the  expense 
of  fuel  and  lights  in  all  the  rooms  except  the  Reading  Room. 

These  rooms  prove  to  l)e  admirably  adapted  to  our  wants, 
and  centres  of  attraction  to  the  members  of  the  Association. 

LIBRARY. 

As  to  our  library,  of  course  much  cannot  be  said  after  an 
existence  of  but  one  year — and  yet  we  are  happy  to  state 
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that  a  very  <i;()od  coinmeiiceinent  lias  been  made.  We  have 
to  report  at  the  present  thne,  a  collection  of  one  hundred 
and  forty -four  volniues,  all  donated  to  the  Association,  as 
follows  :

This  collection,  though  small,  is  of  sterling  worth,  and 
w^ell  calculated  to  foster  a  high-toned  taste  in  the  reading 
class  of  young  men.  It  is  our  aim  to  provide  a  pure,  health- 
ful and  religious  literature  for  all  who  visit  our  Reading 
Room — and  no  book  of  unsound  principles  or  doubtful 
morals  finds  a  place  upon  our  shelves. 

While  we  arc  happy  on  this  occasion  to  repeat  our  thanks 
to  those  of  our  citizens  who  have  c<»utril)uted  thus  to  our 
library,  we  cannot  but  at  the  same  time  ex})ress  our  regrets 
that  our  variety  of  l)0oks  is  not  more  ample,  and  adecpiate 
to  meet  the  wants  of  our  young  men,  and  that  many  of  the 
pxcellent  authors  of  the  present  as  well  ns  the  })asttime,  arc 
not  yet  represented  upon  our  sheh'es. 

We  trust  however,  that  this  deficiency  will  not  long  exist, 
but  that  the  wise  and  good  of  our  city,  whose  noble  bene- 
factions are  ever  responding  to  the  apparent  demands  of  our 
Saviour  and  His  cause,  will  surround  the  nucleus  of  our 
library,  Avitli  substantial  testimonials  of  their  appreciation  of 
our  labors  in  behalf  of  the  .young  men  of  our  city.  We 
trust  also,  that  the  income  of  the  Association,  from  the  an- 
nual dues  of  the  members,  together  with  such  fees  of  life 
membership  and  voluntary  contributions  to  our  general  fund 
as  we  hope  to  obtain,  will  enal)le  us  to  appropriate  something 
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from  the  Treasury  for  this  object.  The  necessary  expenses 
of  furnishing  rooms  and  getting  an  enterprise  of  this  char- 
acter into  successful  operation,  have  absorbed  the  means, 
which,  were  it  not  for  these,  we  should  have  been  glad  to 
have  devoted  to  the  increase  of  our  library. 

NEWSPAPERS  AND  PERIODICALS. 

Besides  the  books  thus  enumerated,  we  have  in  our  Read- 
ing Room  a  collection  of  Quarterly  Reviews,  Magazines, 
Weekly  and  Daily  Newspapers,  containing  the  latest  news, 
and  some  of  the  most  interesting  and  profitable  reading 
matter  of  the  present  age.  These  are  in  part  donated  to  the 
Association,  the  balance  are  paid  for  at  a  cost  of  about  $100 
per  annum:  The  papers  consist  of  five  daily  and  four 
weekly,  Chicago — two  daily  and  five  weekly,  New  York 
City — one  daily  and  three  weekly,  Boston — one  daily  and 
one  weekly,  Philadelphia — one  daily  and  one  weekly,  Balti- 
more— one  daily  and  one  weekly,  Detroit — one  daily  and 
one  weekly,  Cincinnati— one  Indianapolis,  one  Pittsburg, 
one  ISTashvillc,  and  one  Richmond,  weekly — the  Milwaukee 
Sentinel ;  the  New  Orleans  Delta,  and  the  National  Era. 
The  Periodicals  consist  of  The  American  Merchant,  a  New 
York  monthly — the  Presbyterian  Expositor,  and  the  West- 
ern Churchman,  Chicago,  monthlies — the  North-Western 
Quarterly  of  Chicago — the  Southern  Baptist  Review,  a 
Quarterly  of  Nashville — the  Quarterly  Reporter  of  Young 
Men's  Christian  Associations,  published  by  the  Central 
Committee — The  Methodist  Quarterly  Review — the  London 
Review — the  Westminster  Review — the  Edinburg  Review — 
Blackwood's  Magazine  and  the  North  British  Review. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Association  proper,  has  held  during  the  past  year, 
twelve  meetings,  many  of  them  largely  attended  and  deeply 
interesting.  On  these  occasions  various  questions  of  Chris- 
tian duty  have  been  discussed  with  ability,  with  earnestnesB 
and  zeal,  and  yet,  without  exception,  with  decorum,  Chris- 
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tian  courtesy  and  a  generous  forbearance  of  eacli  others 
views,  to  those  of  his  brethren.  At  eight  of  tliese  meetings 
essays  prepared  with  mudi  tliought  and  labor,  were  read  by 
eiglit  members  of  tlie  Association,  respectively.  The  first 
by  Mr.  John  E.  Khees  ;  the  second  by  Doctor  D.  A.  Colton; 
the  third  by  Mr.  John  V.  Farwell ;  the  fourth  by  Mr.  L.  E. 
Alexander  ;  the  fifth  by  Mr.  E.  D.  Rowland  ;  the  sixth  by 
Mr.  J.  W.  Stanley  ;  the  seventh  by  H.  G.  Spaftbrd,  Esq., 
and  the  eiglith  by  Mr.  B.  Frank  Jacobs. 

The  practical  suggestions  contained  in  these  essays,  and 
the  cogency  with  which  they  were  urged,  were  well  calcula- 
ted to  stimulate  and  direct  the  labors  of  every  Christian 
young  man  in  the  cause  of  His  Master.  And  it  is  worthy 
t)f  remark,  that  in  no  instance  was  tlie  duty  of  preparing  an 
essay  devolved  upon  any  member  of  the  Association,  but 
that  the  duty  was  promptly  met  and  faithfully  discharged. 

Our  able  and  efiicient  Board  of  Managers  have  also  held 
their  twelve  regular  meetings,  and  manifested  their  interest 
in  the  work  committed  to  them,  by  a  prompt  attendance 
upon  these  meetings.  The  successful  practical  working  of 
the  Association,  as  well  as  the  favorable  financial  report  of 
the  Treasurer  at  the  close  of  the  year,  attests,  without  further 
comment,  the  wisdom  of  the  Association  in  their  election  of 
this  Board. 

PUAYEU    MEETINGS. 

Throughout  the  yeai-,  the  Association  has  sustained  at 
their  rooms,  without  a  single  omission,  a  stated  prayer  meet- 
ing on  every  Saturday  evening.  The  special  object  of 
which,  was  prayer  for  tlie  young  men  of  this  city.  These 
meetings  have  been  spirited  and  earnest,  and  God  has 
breathed  in  upon  this  circle  of  His  fiiithful  disciples,  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  while  our  thoughts  have 
recurred  to  many  absent  mendjdrs  of  the  Association,  whose 
presence  we  should  have  been  happy  to  have  greeted,  yet 
our  room  has  been  frequently  filled  with  those  wlio  esteemed 
it  alike  their  duty  and  privilege  to  thus  assemble  together, 
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and  pray  (lod  to  speed  His  cause  among  the  young  men 
with  whom  we  are  associated  in  the  daily  walks  of  life. 
The  unity  that  has  prevailed  at  this  meeting  among  brethren 
of  difterent  denominations,  circled  around  a  common  altar 
of  prayer,  has  been  refreshing  to  all  who  have  witnessed  it, 
and  seemed  a  foretaste  of  the  joys  of  the  world  to  come. 

The  latent  spark  of  piety  has  here  been  kindled  into  holy 
fire — the  weak  in  faith  have  here  been  made  strong  in  the 
Lord — new  fields  of  Christian  toil  and  usefulness  have  here 
been  opened  up  to  view — and  many  a  Christian  young  num, 
heretofore  an  inactive  and  unprofitable  servant,  has  been 
inspired  by  the  influence  of  these  meetings  to  go  forth  upon 
errands  of  mercy,  comforting  the  sick,  feeding  the  hungry, 
clothing  the  naked,  visiting  the  imprisoned  and  tendering 
the  cup  of  salvation  to  those  ready  to  perish.  It  would  be 
of  thrilling  interest,  had  we  the  time,  to  narrate  some  facts 
connected  with  the  labors  of  young  men,  wlio  never  knew 
anything  ot  active  Christian  labor,  until  their  connection 
with  this  Association.  And  wetliink  it  not  too  much  to  say 
that  nnicli  of  the  impulse  recently  given  to  the  cause  of 
Mission  Sabbath  Schools  in  our  city — that  pre-eminently 
noble  and  Christian  work — has  been  imparted  by  young 
men  connected  with  this  Association. 

hremen'S  prayer  mektixgs. 

Besides  this  stated  prayer  meeting  on  Saturday  evening, 
this  Association  has  also  sustained  during  the  winter,  three 
j)rayer  meetings  each  week  among  the  Firemen  (^f  the  city. 
One  in  Engine  House  No.  3,  on  the  Kortli  side  of  the  river 
— one  in  No.  5,  on  the  West  side,  and  one  in  No.  7,  on  the 
South  side.  These  meetings,  though  shunned  at  first,  have 
been  many  times  largely  attended  by  the  Firemen,  and  were 
often  occasions  of  deep  interest  to  all  present ;  and  while  we 
are  unable  to  count  perhaps,  more  than  two  hopeful  conver- 
sions to  God,  eternity  alone,  can  reveal  the  entire  fruitage 
of  this  effort. 
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Early  in  the  year,  the  Board  of  Manager.s,  through  the 
Lecture  Committee,  made  provision  for  a  course  of  lectures, 
to  be^  given  mainly  by  the  Clergymen  of  this  city.  Our 
invitations  to  these  Heverend  l)rethreii,  ^\■e^^■  all,  with  per- 
haps a  single  exception,  promptly  and  cordially  accepted. 
The  course  consisted  of  twelve  lectures,  delivered  by  the 
following  named  Clergymen,  respectively:

We  hesitate  not  to  say,  that  this  course  of  lectures  tran- 
scended, in  real  merit,  any  course  ever  before  given  to  the 
Chicago  public ;  and  were  inexpressibly  worthy  of  the  audi- 
ence of  not  only  all  members  of  the  Association,  but  of  all 
citizens.  But  so  perverted  has  become  the  public  taste  for 
lectures  at  the  present  day,  that  a  mere  rhetorical  flourish  in 
the  promulgation  of  infidel  heresies,  if  made  by  a  so  called 
popular  lecturer,  draws  the  crowd,  while  the  discussion  of 
some  great  question  of  history,  or  of  ethics,  however  supe- 
rior in  point  of  style  and  intrinsic  merit,  fails  of  hearers,  if 
delivered  by  one  dwelling  among  us.  "  A  prophet  is  not 
without  honor,  save  in  his  own  country."'' 
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Besides  this  course  of  lectures,  the  Kev.  Dr.  Kice,  at  the 
Rolicitation  of  the  Association  and  in  aid  of  our  finances, 
repeated  at  Metropolitan  Hall,  on  the  14th  of  March,  his 
able  discourse  in  refutation  of  the  prevailing  error  and  de- 
lusion of  the  age — Spiritualism.  Notwithstanding  the  ex- 
treme inclemency  of  the  night,  the  proceeds  of  this  lecture 
materially  replenished  our  then  depleted  treasury.  Like- 
wise the  Kev.  Dr.  Foster  of  the  North-Western  University, 
in  compliance  with  the  invitation  of  the  Association,  and  in 
aid  of  our  library,  repeated  in  the  audience  room  of  the 
Clark  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  on  the  4th  day  of 
May,  his  able  and  valuable  discourse  on  "  Theodore  Parker 
and  his  theology."  The  proceeds  of  this  lecture  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee,  and  will,  ere  long  be  approi)riated 
to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library. 

For  all  these  lectures  so  generously  given  to  the  Associa- 
tion, without  pecuniary  compensation,  the  Association  has 
])y  formal  votes,  returned  their  thanks  ;  and  we  cordially 
improve  this  occasion  in  reiterating  our  gratitude  to  these 
brethren  for  the  signal  favors  thus  conferred  upon  the  Asso 
elation.  May  the  blessing  of  God  which  maketh  rich  and 
addeth  no  sorrow,  rest  upon  each  of  them. 

We  take  this  occasion  also,  to  express  our  sincere  thanks 
to  the  various  newspapers  of  the  city,  for  not  only  inserting 
notices  of  these  lectures  and  of  our  meetings  in  their  col- 
umns, but  also  for  their  liberal  donation  to  the  Association 
of  copies  of  their  papers.  We  trust  this  seeming  sacrifice 
will  only  redound  to  a  much  greater  circulation  of  their 
valued  journals. 

Our  last  lecture  before  the  Association,  was  delivered  at 
Metropolitan  Hall,  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  by  Kev. 
Henry  Ward  Beecher,  whose  presence  among  us  was  made 
available  in  two  lectures,  for  the  joint  benefit  of  the  Young 
Men's  Association  and  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

In  addition  to  these  public  meetings  and  lectures,  a  re- 
union or  sociable  was  given  by  the  Association  at  their

rooms,  on  the  Tth  of  February,  not  only  to  the  mcnibcrs, 
but  to  the  congregations  of  our  various  Churches,  who  were 
also  invited  to  attend.  This  entertainment  proved  a  success, 
and  it  is  believed  resulted  in  essential  advantage  to  our  en- 
terprise, A  thousand  persons  were  estimated  to  l)e  present, 
enjoying  the  festivities  of  the  occasion.  The  evening  passed 
most  ha})piiy  in  making  acquaintances,  singing,  listening  to 
addresses  Irom  various  gentlemen,  all  concluding  with  a 
bountiful  collation  served  at  the  expense  of  the  members  of 
the  Association,  without  infringing  upon  the  Treasury. 

COMMITTEES. 

The  work  performed  during  the  year  l)y  our  various 
standing  committees  has  not  been  as  extensive  and  beneficial 
as  we  have  desired.  This  is  attributable  in  part,  perhaps,  to 
the  difhculties  always  attendant  upon  new  labors  of  this 
character — 1(^  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the  best  mode  of  ac- 
complishing the  work,  want  of  funds  to  expend  in  advertis- 
ing, printing,  and  circulating  cards,  but  still  more  perhaps, 
to  the  want  of  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  committees 
to  make  personal  sacrifices,  and  engage  earnestly  in  labors 
to  which  they  have  been  hitlierto  unaccustomed.  And  yet 
it  should  be  mentioned,  to  the  praise  of  many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committees,  that  they  have  discharged  their 
duties  nobly  and  well.  This  may  be  said  of  nearly,  if  not 
quite  all,  of  the  committees  raised  from  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ESSAYS   AND   REVIEWS. 

The  committee  on  Essays  and  Reviews,  have  also  per- 
formed the  duties  assigned  them,  ecpud  to  f)ur  most  sanguine 
expectations. 

COMMITTEE    TO    AID   MEMBERS    AND  STRANGERS  IN  SELECTING  SUITABLE 
BOARDING  PLACES. 

The  committee  to  aid  members  and  strangers  in  selecting 
suitable  boarding  places,  have  as  the  result  of  much  careful 
enquiry,  prepared  to  a  considerable  extent,  a  list  of  l)oarding 
places,  in  which  young  men  might  find  homes  in  Christian 
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families,  and  thus  be  bronglit  under  sucli  genial  intiuences 
as  would  overcome  any  desire  to  associate  with  the  dissipated 
and  profane  during  their  hours  of  leisure.  Some  young 
men  have  been  directed  to  such  families. 

COMMITTEE  TO  AID  MEMBEKS  AND  STRANGERS  IN  PROCURING    PLACES  OK 
EMPLOYMENT. 

The  committee  appointed  to  aid  members  and  strangers 
in  procuring  places  of  employment,  liave  accomplished  but 
little.  The  past  year  has  perhaps  been  unprecedented  in 
the  history  of  Chicago,  for  the  difficulties  attendant  upon 
securing  places  of  emjjloyment  for  young  men.  Owing  to 
the  extreme  financial  embarrassments  that  have  prevailed 
among  a  large  portion  of  our  business  community,  a  great 
number  of  young  men  have  been  thrown  out  of  employment 
— and  the  demand  for  employees  has  almost  entirely  ceased. 
Tliis  difficulty  has  been  so  wide  spread  and  insurmountable 
that  the  effi^rts  of  this  committee  have  been  almost  para- 
lyzed. We  feel  conlident,  however,  that  the  importance  of 
such  a  committee  will  yet  be  felt  in  our  midst,  and  that 
great  mutual  benefits  will  interchange  between  employers 
and  employees  through  such  an  agency. 

Of  course,  it  is  not  the  business  of  an  Association  of  this 
kind  to  furnish  employment  to  young  men,  but  rather  to 
guard  them  against  the  evils  incident  to  many  situations  in 
a  large  city  like  this — yet  we  shall  gladly  do  what  we  can 
to  point  the  honest  and  industrious  to  good  homes  among 
our  business  men,  and  at  the  same  time  prove  ourselves  an 
efficient  agency  in  supplying  the  demands  of  our  business 
community  with  you.ng  men  worthy  of  confidence. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ATTENDANCE  UPON  THE  SICK. 

The  Committee  on  Attejidauce  upon  the  Sick,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  autumn,  divided  the  city  into  districts,  each 
member  taking  one  and  distributing  cards  in  omnibuses, 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  otlier  places  of  Inisiness,  which 
read  as  follows : 
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Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 
To  Proprietors  of  Hotels,  Boarding  Houses  and  others, 

You  are  requested  to  give  information  to  any  member  of  the  Committee  of 
tliiis  Association  for  visiting  the  Sick,  of  any  cases  of  sickness  of  young  men,  re- 
siding with  you  at  any  time,  so  that  such  attention  as  they  may  require  may  be 
extended  to  them. 

These  cards  were  signed  by  the  members  <if  the  commit- 
tee, and  tlieir  residences  noted  thereon. 

This  committee  visited  a  large  number  of  persons  in  sick- 
ness, many  of  whom  were  heads  of  families,  and  rendered 
to  nearly  all  both  material  and  sjiiritual  aid.  They  liave 
stood  by  the  bedside  of  the  sick  and  dying,  and  patiently 
lingered  at  the  conch  of  the  yonng  man,  who  without  the 
restraining  inlluences  of  Christian  associations,  and  the 
counsels  of  pious  friends,  had  plunged  from  steep  to  steep  of 
dissipation,  until  debauch  succeeding  debaucli  had  dethroned 
reason  and  reduced  the  man  nuide  in  the  image  of  God,  to 
a  level  with  the  Ijrutes.

COXCLUSION. 

We  liave  thus  endeavored  to  present  a  record  of  the  op- 
erations of  our  Association  during  the  j^ast  vear,  and  while 
it  would  have  been  our  pleasure  to  have  borne  more  wel- 
come news,  we  feel  to  again  thank  God  to-night  that  He 
has  enabled  us  to  make  so  successful  a  beginning. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  we  have  but  to  commend  our 
Association  to  the  favor  of  the  Christian  public. 

Our  object  is  to  do  good — to  throw  around  the  young  man, 
whether  a  resident  in  our  midst,  or  coming  a  stranger  to  our 
city,  those  influences  that  shall  turn  his  steps  from  the 
snares  laid  for  his  feet  throughout  the  highways  and  by- 
paths of  our  city,  into  the  higher  and  serener  walks  of  so- 
briety and  religion.  We  seek  his  acquaintance,  bring  him 
into  companionship  with  the  wise  and  virtuous,  and  place 
Ijefore  him  the  means  of  rational  enjoyment,  when,  wearied 
with  the  labors  of  the  day,  lonely  hours  press  heavily  upon 
his  spirit — and  thus  doing,  seek  to  eventually  nuike  him  a 
citizen  of  that  city  which  is  heavenly,  whose  l)uilder  and 
maker  is  God.  Among  our  members,  we  strive  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  piety,  and  stnnulate  the  intelligent  and  the 
strong  to  more  active  religious  duty  and  higher  achieve- 
ments of  Christian  labor. 

Our  organization  is  not  intended,  nor  does  it  practically 
interfere  with  the  denomination  or  the  church.  None  of  us 
undervalue  the  names  by  which  we  are  respectively  called, 
and  believe  that  God  suffers  the  diversities  that  at  present 
exist  among  His  people,  that  they  may,  by  the  variety  of 
their  service,  the  more  effectually  advance  His  cause.  But 
all  this  does  not  prevent  the  association  of  different  denom- 
inations upon  a  common  platform  of  faith,  in  order  tiiat  by 
the  strength  of  their  union,  and  the  wisdom  of  their  multi- 
tudinoiis  counsels,  the  devices  of  our  great  spiritual  enemy 
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may  l)e  more  8uccessfull_y  (•irciimveiited.  Distinct  and  (lit- 
ter ent  in  many  of  their  views  of  religious  truth.  th(\v  har- 
monise in  the  groat  central  Evangelical  docti-ine  of  Justiii- 
cation  by  faith  in  Christ  alone.  Like  the  cylinder,  to  borrow 
a  iignre  I  once  heard  employed,  which  has,  drav/n  upon  its 
circunderence  in  se])arate  and  distinct  sections,  the  various 
colors  of  the  raiidiow — presenting  here  isolated,  and  in  bold 
contrast  to  the  others,  the  Presbyterian's  favorite  blue — 
there  the  rubric  red  of  the  E})isco})alian,  and  still  further  on 
the  water  color  of  the  Baptist,  and  so  on,  wdien  turned 
(piickly  by  a  single  hand,  presents  nought  but  the  purely 
glowing  wdute.  So  Christians  of  different  denonnnations, 
when  moved  by  the  arm  of  a  connnon  faith,  synd:>olise  that 
beautiful  nnity  and  harmony  that  will  prevail  by-and-bye, 
when  we  shall  all  see  eye  to  eye.  Neither  do  we  hold  to 
ours,  as  superior  to,  or  independent  of,  but  as  auxiliary  to 
the  Church  organization.  We  yield  our  regard  to  the 
Church  to  none.  We  remember  that  it  is  the  most  sacred 
of  all  fellowships,  it  being  the  Body  of  Christ — and  rejoice 
that  we  are  ourselves  of  its  membership.  At  the  same  time 
we  feel  convinced  that  there  are  modes  of  operation  in  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  cause,  which  it  is  not  practicable, 
in  the  present  condition  of  things  for  the  Church  as  a  sepa- 
rate organization,  to  adopt.  And  for  the  very  reason  that 
wdien  we  come  together  in  our  associated  capacity,  we  leave 
all  Church  distinctions  behind  us,  w^e  can  the  more  readily 
engage  in  those  enterprises  wdiich  if  devolved  npon  the 
Church  alone,  might  be  hindered  if  not  frustrated,  by  secta- 
rian prejudices. 

While  the  Church  may  be  regarded  as  the  regular  soldiery 
of  the  Cross,  marshaled  under  their  respective  pastors  and 
teachers,  may  not  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associations 
constitute  that  flying  artillery  of  Zion,  ready  at  the  summons 
of  any  and  every  Church,  to  fly  hither  and  thither  to  repel 
the  advancinff  winirs  of  the  oonnnon  foe. 
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Let  tlien  the  prayers,  tlie  sympathy  and  material  aid  of 
the  pious  and  good  be  extended  to  onr  Association,  and  we 
trust  that  at  the  next  anniversary  we  may  present  a  still 
brighter  record  of  gallant  deeds  done  for  the  good  of  the 
young  men  of  our  city,  and  the  glory  of  our  Di\inc  Master 
than  at  this  time  ^ve  have  been  able  to  do. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ABSTRACT    OF    AN    ADDRESS 

DKLIVKHKD  nKFORE  THE  YOUNG   MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  OF  fmCAGO, 
AT  THEIR  FIKST    ANNIVERSARY,  ItV 

REV.   NOAH  HUNT  SCIIENCK. 


It  liiis  nirely  boon  my  pleasure  to  listen  t(»  such  u  record 
of  success  as  we  have  just  been  made  to  hear  in  the  report 
of  your  President.  The  first  year  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  of  Chicago  has  terminated,  and  ex- 
hibits at  its  close,  rich  harvests  of  heaveu-l)lest  effort.  The 
annnal  report  is  replete  with  evidences  of  the  faithfulness  of 
your  moral  tillage.  You  ha\e  planted  and  watered  well, 
and  God  has  given  abundant  increase.  You  are  permitted 
to  enjoy  the  amplest  testimony  of  the  abiding  presence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  with  you  during  your  twelvemonth  of  asso- 
ciated labor.  Your  excellent  President  acknowledges,  with 
the  proper  gratitude  of  a  Christian  and  a  ])hilanthropist. 
that  your  society  has  heen  largely  blest,  and  after  recounting 
your  labors  and  enumerating  the  different  evangelizing  ap- 
pliances Itrought  to  bear  in  your  varied  work,  ascribes  to 
"  Him  from  whom  alone  cometh  our  help,"  all  that  was 
wise  in  your  counsels,  efficient  in  your  efforts,  or  blessed  in 
your  results.  Uniting  as  I  do  in  this  ascription  of  honor  to 
Him  to  whom  alone  it  beloi'geth,  I  cannot  go  on  and  sub- 
scribe to  the  associated  sentiment  of  your  presiding  officer, 
that  this  the  "  Lord's  doing,"  is  to  be  regarded  as  "  marvel- 
lous in  our  eyes."  The  depressing  influence  of  preceding 
failures,  the  general  prostration  of  all  commercial  interests, 
linked  as  they  are  to  all  others,  even  those  of  an  evangelical 
character,  Avere  as  nothing  when  we  coilie  to  remember  the 
time  when,  and  the  circumstances,  in  the  midst  of  which 
your  Association  had  its  birth.  Bethink  you  how  the  waters 
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were  troubled  a  year  ago.  Do  you  not  remember  the 
thousands  of  sick  and  impotent  folk  who  crowded  around 
the  fountain  of  healing.  Do  you  not  remember  how  men 
met  and  grasped  hands  and  "  spake  often  one  with  another" 
about  Chriet,  and  the  souls  of  their  brethren.  Do  you  not 
remember  the  thousands  who  came  together  with  earnest 
hearts  and  tearful  eyes,  and  anxious  faces,  day  after  day,  in 
Metropolitan  Hall.  You  well  remember  that  great  natal 
season  of  souls,  when  hundreds  were  born  into  the  king- 
dom. You  who  had  already  "  tasted  the  heavenly  gift," 
knew  what  a  "  season  of  refreshing  "  that  was  from  "  the 
presence  of  the  Lord."  You  knew  how  every  eneigy  of 
your  moral  man  demanded  an  arena  for  its  exercise.  It  was 
then  that  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Chicago 
sprang  into  existence.  Could  it  fail  to  be  a  success,  fail  to 
enjoy  the  fiivoring  smiles  of  Heaven.  Thus  rooted  in  a  hot- 
bed of  grace,  could  this  "tree  of  the  Lord's  own  planting," 
fail  to  enter  upon  healthful  life,  or  fail  to  bring  forth  fruit 
speedily  and  abundantly,  to  the  glory  of  God.  The  Chris- 
tian energy  which  thus  entered  into  the  organism  of  this 
society  has  ramified  through,  and  been  developed  in  every 
department  of  its  work.  The  report  to  which  we  have  now 
listened  with  such  great  satisfaction,  is  t<»  l)e  regarded  as  the 
history  of  the  adaptation  of  this  energy  to  the  spiritual  needs 
of  this  community,  is  a  catalogue  raissonne  of  the  results  of 
this  important  gospel  eifort,  is  a  picture  of  one  of  the  most 
precious  of  the  fruits  which  we  have  been  permitted  to  en- 
joy of  the  glorious  revival  of  1858.  So  let  us  look  upon  the 
prosperity  which  has  gilded  the  first  year's  history  of  this 
society,  as  the  legitimate  product  of  the  divinely  ordained 
means  of  grace,  powerfully  operating,  rather  than  the  result 
of  a  dis-sociated  manifestation  of  God's  favor  in  its  behalt. 

Permit  me,  my  Christian  friends,  to  occupy  the  brief  time 
in  which  Iniay  claim  your  attention  this  evening,  with  some 
remarks  upon  consecutive  Christian  effort,  as  the  one  idea 
which  I  deem  most  important  for  yon  to  apprehend,  and  in-

corporate  into  the  practical  operations  of  your  Association. 
In  prosecutinii;  the  work  you  have  undertaken,  it  behooves 
you,  in  view  of  the  many  hindrances  to  be  encountered  in  tlie 
heart  and  in  the  world,  not  only  to  guard  against  every  obsta- 
cle which  the  enemy  may  interpose,  but  lay  earnest  hold  upon 
every  aid  to  progress.  These  aids  are  to  be  recognized  only 
by  the  light  of  certain  great  principles  of  life  and  action,  of 
which  you  have  sought  to  be  advised  by  the  divine  oracle, 
which  you  have  adopted  in  some  hour  of  most  solemn  and 
prayerful  self-consecration,  and  which  you  always  bear  about 
with  you,  as  moulds  in  which  to  shape  your  thoughts,  your 
feeling,  and  your  work.  The  principle  I  now  invite  you  to 
consider,  is  one  which  should  enter  into  the  code  of  every 
zealous  laborer  for  Christ.  It  finds  its  truest  exj^osition  in 
the  biographies  of  those  philanthropists,  who  electing  some 
line  of  evangelical  effort  liave  set  their  face  like  a  fiint  to- 
ward the  one  object  l>efore  them,  "  holding  the  beginning 
steadfiist  to  the  end."  Its  importance  is  negatively  exhibi- 
ted in  the  failure  of  those  Christian  enterprises  which  have 
been  administered  bv  an  cver-chano-ino'  sentiment  and  di- 
rected  to  the  acct^mplishment  of  inharmonious,  or  at  least 
widely  dilfering  ends.  The  plan  of  salvation,  as  set  forth 
in  Holy  Scripture,  teaches  indirectly,  it  is  true,  yet  very 
forcibly  the  value  of  this  princi])le.  There  is  a  consecutive- 
ness  in  gospel  doctrine  whieli  even  the  ''  babe  in  Christ "  is 
given  to  understand.  Each  one  is  linked  to  some  other  and 
in  a  defined  and  wisely  arranged  order.  From  the  doctrine 
of  "the  Spirit's  intervention,"  through  the  whole  system,  on 
to  the  doctrine  of  "  Christly  strength  triumphant  in  man's 
last  temptation,"  we  are  led  to  ol)serve  each  principle  of  the 
gospel  phm  consequent  upon  some  other,  all  iiiterweaved  in 
beautiful  sequence,  following  the  one  upon  another,  accord- 
ing to  a  regimen  conditioned  u})on  God's  love  and  man's 
infirmity,  leading  the  soul  from  small  to  great,  from  strength 
to  strength — from  the  first  "  principles  of  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,"  "  on  unto  perfection."     Permeating  the  whole  of 
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these  are  Imcbanginu:  laws  Sdi-  the  moral  and  physical  man, 
obedience  to  which  enables  him  to  preserve  in  the  practical 
adaptation  of  this  doctrine  a  parallel  to  the  consecutiveness 
observable  in  its  theory,  ''  Mortify  the  members,"  is  the 
law  of  the  body.  "  Submit  yourselves  to  God  "'  is  the  law 
of  the  mind.  "  AVatch  and  pray''  is  the  law  of  tlie  heart. 
"  Be  not  weary  in  well  doing  "'  is  the  law-  of  the  Spirit. — 
Thus  in  the  reduction  of  doctrine  to  practice,  the  renewed 
man  linds  himself,  for  so  long  as  he  walks  worthy  his  voca- 
tion, treading  a  path  where  duty  is  linked  to  duty  and  priv- 
ilege to  privilege,  and  joy  to  joy,  in  an  unbroken  chain  from 
the  place  where  he  lirst  turned  his  face  toward  Zion,  e\'en 
to  the  goal  where  his  course  being  iinished,  he  is  permitted 
to  enter  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord.  Thus  in  the  work,  as  in 
the  plan  of  salvation,  is  our  principle  to  be  found  dwelling 
and  developed.  Having  this  divine  attestation  to  its  im- 
portance, we  may  not  be  surprised  when  turning  to  the  busi- 
ness walks  of  men,  we  iind  them  practically  recognizing  its 
value  as  a  condition  of  high  success,  and  continually  follow- 
ing its  lead  in  the  various  departments  of  professional  and 
trade  life.  Singleness  of  pnr2)ose  and  j^wrsm'^  is  inscribed 
over  the  portals  of  all  the  temples  of  mammon.  It  is 
tauo'ht  bv  all  the  tame-bloated  or  o'old-numacled  oracles 
among  men.  It  is  a  part  of  that  system  of  practical  wis- 
dom, which  faithfully  acted  out  l)V  "  the  children  of  this 
world  '"  make  them  ''  wiser  in  their  generation  than  the 
children  of  light,"  who  are  less  regardful  of  its  importance 
as  a  principle  of  Christian  living.  Those  who  are  reclining 
on  beds  of  ease  in  the  high  jjlaces  of  the  Avorld,  will  assure 
you  that  they  achieved  their  position  and  gathered  around 
them  the  purple  and  gilded  trappings  of  honor  and  wealth 
by  singleness  of  aim  and  steadiness  of  pursuit.  iS^ay,  all 
successful  men  will  avow  this  as  the  controlling  element  in 
all  their  jirojects  and  all  their  labors.  jS^o  less  certain  is  it  in 
its  operation  than  the  law  of  cause  and  effect.  Just  as  sure 
is  consecutiveness  finally  to  attain  the  object  toward  whicli 
it  is  pointed. 
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These  reflections  prepare  us  in  some  measure  for  defining 
that  adaptation  of  this  principle  to  which  I  have  already  in- 
vited your  attention.  By  consecutive  Christian  effort  I 
mean  the  concentration  of  all  moral  energy  upon  a  sjjecijic 
evangelical  work^  and  the  persistent  and  steady  engagement 
in  this  work  until  it  he  accomplished.  This  involves,  you 
p^erceive,  tlie  ideas  of  otl'ort,  of  Christian  eifnrt,  and  of  con^ 
secutive  Christian  effort.  Tliat  Christian  Churcli  makes  the 
best  practical  recognition  of  this  law  of  a  true  evangelical 
life,  which  has  the  fewest  changes  in  its  administration,  the 
rarest  substitutions  of  moral  discussions  for  faithful  preach- 
ing, the  most  infrequent  suspensions  of  gospel  means  for 
ceremonial  or  sacramental  appliances.  That  individual 
Christian  affords  us  the  l)est  illustration  of  this  principle, 
who  has  adhered  the  most  closely  to  the  line  of  the  Savior's 
precept  and  example,  following  after  him  the  path  of  most 
numifest  duty,  and  never  diverging  into  the  by-paths  of  ex- 
periment or  compromise  or  mere  moral  procedure,  who 
has  lived  with  an  "  eye  single  to  the  glory  of  God  *'  in  the 
salvation  of  his  own  soul,  whether  ''  the  working  out "  of 
that  salvation  involved  only  lal)or  in  his  own  behalf  or  labor 
for  his  brethren.  That  philanthropist  acts  out  this  principle 
most  legitimately,  who  adopts,  at  the  outset  of  his  humani- 
tarian career,  a  single  line  of  beneficence  for  his  life-jour- 
ney, who  prepares  himself  thoroughly  for  it  in  his  closet  and 
in  his  study,  who  enters  upon  it  trustingunreservedly  to  the 
spirit's  wisdom  to  guide  him  and  Christ's  strength  to  sus- 
tain him  and  God's  favor  to  cheer  him,  who  continues  in  it 
regardless  of  immediate  results,  neither  dismayed  by  obsta- 
cles or  inflated  by  successes,  and  who  consummates  his  work 
in  the  same  oneness  of  purpose  and  eftbrt  and  submissi(:)n 
to  Christ  as  had  marked  its  inception  and  continuance.  But 
I  behold  in  you,  my  Christian  friends,  an  organized  body  of 
Christian  philanthroiDists.  Ton  are  supposed  to  have  pre- 
pared for  the  labor  you  have  undertaken  to  perform  by 
much  prayei*.     You  have  put  on  your  armor  and  are  ready 
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for  action,  nay,  have  already  spent  a  twelvemonth  of  active 
duty.  I  know  your  •j;cneral  spirit.  I  understand  the  prin- 
ciples under  M'hicli  you  are  associated.  I  know  your  field 
of  labor.  Permit  me  now  to  adapt  this  pi'inciple  of  consec- 
utive Christian  efi'ort  to  the  circumstances  which  environ 
yon  as  members  of  this  society ;  and  as  preparatory  to  such 
use  of  this  principle,  let  me  suggest : 

1.  That  you  resolve  to  live  not  in  theories  but  in  practices. 
One  of  the  most  tatal  stumbling  blocks  to  efficiency  in  or- 
ganized bodies,  is  the  common  disposition  to  rely  upon  ma- 
chinery, supposing  that  it  is  imbued  with  an  ojpus  ojperatum 
property ;  that  if  it  be  only  cast  in  the  right  moulds  and 
rightly  put  together,  it  will  work  of  itself.  That  you  fall 
not  into  this  error,  see  to  it  that  your  "  standing  commit* 
tees  "  are  all  'moving  committees,  and  that  none  of  your 
members  to  whom  you  may  delegate  specific  duty  be  per- 
mitted to  "  report  progress"  nnless  they  give  such  detail  of 
their  lal)or  as  shall  vindicate  their  character  as  true  workers 
for  Christ.  And  as  a  further  guard  against  this  error,  let 
every  member  hold  on  to  his  individuality,  never  forgetting 
that  as  before  God  he  is  isolated,  no  matter  how  intimately 
his  evangelical  efforts  may  be  united  with  those  of  others. 
Personal  responsibility  may  never  be  ignored,  may  never  be 
merged  into  associated  responsibility.  Though  now  you  are 
working  together,  yet  singly  shall  each  one  render  his  ac- 
count. This  thought  distinctly  held  before  the  mind  will 
serve  not  only  as  an  incentive  to  i')ersistent  personal  effort, 
but  will  give  directness,  and  consecutiveness,  and  efficiency 
to  your  associated  work. 

2.  Do  not  attempt  too  nnich.  Map  out  your  field,  survey 
your  resources  and  then  stake  out  only  so  much  ground  as 
you  shall  deem  proportioned  to  your  ability  as  moral  hus- 
bandmen, resolving  that  what  you  till  you  will  till  thorough- 
ly, and  si)are  no  effort  to  have  it  produce  the  most  abundant 
possible  harvests. 
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3.  Have  no  drones  in  the  liive.  I  have  no  conception  of 
tlic  Christian,  except  as  a  working  man,  "  workinfi;  ont  his 
own  salvation,"  and  "  never  weary  in  well  doing.''  Much 
less  can  I  conceive  of  a  member  of  an  Association  whose 
bond  of  union  is  labor  for  Christ,  preserving  a  fellowship  in 
"good  standing,"  while  his  feet  are  in  the  stocks  of  inactiv- 
ity, and  his  hands  gloved  with  indifference,  and  his  eyes  shut 
to  scenes  of  duty,  and  his  oars  closed  to  the  appeals  of  beg- 
gared sonls.  Every  one  who  enters  such  an  ^Vssociation  as 
yours,  is  supposed  to  be  seeking  an  arena  for  the  exercise 
of  the  faculties  of  his  spiritualized  nature.  Be  sure  that  he 
finds  it.  There  is  work  enough  for  all — work  enough  in 
this  great  city  for  ten  times  your  number.  It  should  be 
recognized  as  an  obligation  resting  upon  you  in  your  aggre- 
gate capacity  to  provide  tit  employment  for  each  of  your 
members  and  "utterly  discountenance  the  notion  of  a  "pay- 
ing member"  being  exempted  from  any  of  the  duties  or 
responsibilities  which  devolve  upon  a  '"  working  member." 

4.  Seek  wisdom  and  strength  daily  from  God.  "Praying 
always,"  is  the  most  important  piece  of  tlie  armor  of  the 
Christian.  The  Spirit  says,  "  without  me  ye  can  do  noth- 
ing." I  wish  your  weekly  meeting  for  prayer  might  be  a 
daily  prayer  meeting,  as  it  has  been  in  months  that  are  past. 
But  when  you  are  not  permitted  to  pray  together,  you  can 
pray  alone.  JS'ever  foi'get  the  storehouse  where  all  your 
supplies  are  garnered.  The  manna  nmst  each  day  be  gath- 
ered. The  soul  will  starve  and  its  every  faculty  be  palsied, 
except  it  have  from  heaven,  each  day,  its  "  daily  bread." 

With  these  prefatory  thoughts,  I  proceed  to  remark  upon 
the  adaptation  of  consecutive  Christian  effort  to  those  who 
are  the  especial  objects  of  your  labor  of  love,  viz :  the  young 
men  of  this  city,  and  those  who  are  soon  to  be  its  young 
men.  Here  we  have  two  divisions  of  your  proper  work, 
the  conservative  and  the  aggressive^  that  which  regards 
those  who  are  already  around  you,  your  friends  and  ac- 
tpiaintances  in  the  business  and  social  walks  of  life;  and

tliat  wliicli  regards  tlioBc  who  are  rapidly  pressino:  on  to  take 
your  places,  the  cliildren  and  youth  who  are,  or  may  be, 
g-athered  into  Sunday  Schools  or  other  i)lace8  for  religious 
instruction. 

1.  "VVe  are  hrouijlit  then  to  address  ourselves  to  the  (pies- 
tion,  liow  can  you  juake  this  principle  of  consecutive  effort 
available  to  the  nioriil  ])reservation  of  the  young  men  of  this 
city?  We  at  once  observe  that  it  admits  of  a  very  "wnde 
adaptation;  but  it  is  my  present  puri)Ose  only  to  speak  of  a 
single  line  of  effort,  and  that  which  commends  itself  to  my 
mind  as  most  eminently  practical,  and  most  probably  ])ri>- 
ductive  of  innnediatc  and  lasting  and  beneticial  results. 
Aside,  then,  from  the  general  objects  which  you  contemplate 
as  a  society,  aside  from  your  aggregate  labor,  aside  from  tliose 
Christian  enterprises  specilied  in  your  constitution  and  laws 
and  embraced  in  your  systematic  operations,  let  me  suggest 
to  each  member  of  this  association  that  he  cast  about  him 
until  he  finds  some  yt»ung  man  who  is  drifting  a  waif  on  the 
sea  of  temptation,  and  Avho,  from  the  circumstances  (»f  his 
position,  or  from  personal  relations,  seems  to  claim  your  in- 
dividual exertion  in  his  behalf  Thus  let  each  of  you  select 
a  soul  for  which  you  will  undertake  to  make  battle  witli  the 
ilesh,  the  world  and  the  devil.  Elect  yourself  its  evangelist. 
Become  its  good  genius.  ^Vrm  Aourself  with  the  gospel 
crook  and  become  its  pastor.  Let  this  one  young  man  be 
the  cynosure  of  your  expressed  religious  life.  Kever  ap- 
proach the  throne  of  grace  without  presenting  there  the 
circumstances  of  his  case,  and  imploring  the  offices  of  the 
Spirit.  Never  permit  a  day  to  pass  without  some  effort  ex- 
pended for  the  weal  of  his  soul.  See  to  it  that  he  has  the 
right  books  to  read.  Be  careful  to  make  provision  for  his 
leisure  hours.  Send  him  companions  who  will  influence 
him  for  good.  Make  frequent  engagements  for  him  which 
■will  militate  against  his  visiting  places  of  great  temptation. 
Enlist  him  in  some  benevolent  enterprise.  Seek,  by  all 
means,  to  develop  his  humanitarian  element.     Secure  his 


attendance  at  cliurch  regularly,  and  always  at  the  same  place 
of  worship.  Do  this  on  the  basis  of  his  duty  to  God  if  pos- 
sible, or,  failing  this,  do  it  on  the  basis  of  duty  to  society,  or 
as  contributing  to  his  personal  success  in  life.  Thus  sur- 
round him  with  a  moral  atmosphere,  and  bring  him  into 
association  with  things  which  are  on  the  Lord's  side.  AVhile 
doing  this,  you  must  nuike  him  your  friend,  and  be  careful 
so  to  order  your  action  as  to  avoid  any  appearance  of  over- 
zeal.  Good  sense,  and  a  warm  Christian  heart,  must  be 
your  directing  and  impelling  powers  in  this  proposed  work. 
And  this  is  not  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  work  of  a  week,  a 
month,  a  season  or  a  year,  not  as  a  work  demanding  occa- 
sional eflbrt,  not  a  work  to  be  suspended  after  some  little 
disappointment,  or  some  slight  success,  but  as  a  consecutive 
work,  to  be  prosecuted  Avith  reference  to  the  object  you 
have  selected,  no  matter  into  what  sinks  of  iniquity  you 
may  have  to  follow  him,  no  matter  how  protracted  may  be 
the  exertion  necessary  to  effect  any  good  result.  You  have 
undertaken  this  busiiu'ss  in  a  s]»irit  whicli  is  not  to  be  inflated 
by  successes,  oi-  disheartened  by  reverses,  or  wearied  by 
long  continued  effort,  or  broken  by  resistance  or  ingratitude, 
or  apparent  utter  failure.  The  young  man  you  have  as- 
sumed to  guide  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  or  at  least,  save 
from  social  ruin,  may  speedily  respond  to  the  appeals  you 
nuike,  and  be  brought  to  stand  upon  solid  ground,  and  thus 
you  be  permitted  to  turn  with  like  jjurposes  and  like  results, 
it  may  be,  to  another  victim  of  sin's  sweet  intoxication  •,  or 
the  first  object  of  your  l)eneficent  effort  mny  baffle  every 
attempt  you  make  to  cast  his  mind  and  licart  in  the  moulds 
of  \*irtue,  nuiy,  by  his  persistent  pursuit  of  the  baubles  of 
y)assion  or  fashioii  or  fame,  leave  far  behind  the  Uiesseuger  ol' 
••glad  tidings"  which  you  send  after  him,. may  be  sif->  .foi"^ii?h- 
and  rapidly,  drawn  downward  by  the- .pleasing. ''baits  oii..UV" 
as  to  be  insensible  to  any  counter  attraction.  '  Eitlier.  of  .these 
experiences  may  be  yours.  It  is  not  my  des"ign,  to.  picture 
results.     Neither  would  I  have  you  make  them  the  founda- 
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tiou  of  such  evangelical  effort  as  1  suggest.  Rather  decide 
upon  such  a  line  of  action  as  this,  because  it  seems  to  be  a 
practical  Christian  work,  which  lies  directly  in  the  path  of 
duty.  Kather  pursue  it  because  you  are  convinced  that  it  is 
a  rational  application  of  your  Christian  energy,  and,  while 
always  hopeful  of  good  results,  never  permit  yourself  to 
regard  them  as  a  condition  of  your  patient  continuance 
in  this  well-doing.  If  you  only  ''plant''  well,  and  ''water" 
well,  God  will  "give  the  increase."  You  may  never  see  it. 
but  you  must  have  faith  enough  to  believe  it.  ''  Sheaves," 
from  the  "  precious  seed,"  may  never  be  garnered  here  by 
you,  or  in  your  sight,  but,  in  the  "great  day  of  the  Lord," 
men  will  rise  up  smd  call  you  blessed;  if  not  those  who 
have  been  the  especial  objects  of  your  gospel  labor,  there 
will  be  others  v/lio  shall  have  been  indirectly,  but  inestinui- 
bly  benefitted  by  your  efforts,  and  who  shall  be  as  "stars 
in  your  crown  of  rejoicing." 

In  mapping  out  before  you  such  a  field  of  action,  I  at- 
tempt to  exhibit  the  principle  of  consecutive  Christian  effort 
reduced  to  practice  and  adapted  to  the  circumstances  which 
surround  and  the  responsibilities  which  rest  upon  you  as 
members  of  this  association.  I  have  denominated  this  your 
consecutive  work  because  it  is  an  effort  to  save  young  men 
by  young  men,  to  preserve  to  society  and  the  church  those 
who  stand  upon  the  same  platform  of  age  and  occupation, 
with  yourselves,  and  to  whom  you  are  allied  by  a  thousand 
ties. 

2.  The  other  application  which  I  have  to  propose  of  this 
principle,  is  in  the  line  of  what  might  be  denominated  your 
aggressive  work  and  resolves  itself  into  an  enquiry  as  to  the 
best  method  of  bringing,  such  Christian  influences  as  you 
niay  wield,  to  bear  upon  those  who  are  to  succeed  you,  the 
young  men  of  the  next  and  succeeding  generations.  The 
adaptation  of  the  principle  of  consecutive  Christian  effort  to 
the  work  spread  out  before  you  in  the  Mission  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  city,  is  in  my  judgment,  the  best  possible  ex- 
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]>emliture  of  moral  onoro-v  f(>r  tlie  attaininoiit  of  this  end. 
Tlie  Sunday  tSchool,  and  especially  the  Mission  Sunday 
School,  presents  a  iield  which  will  repay  with  ample  har- 
vests the  tillai^e  you  may  bestow  upon  it.  But  this  lahor 
must  be  Intel lio-ently  ordei'ed,  to  produce  such  results.  We 
are  all  constantly  pained  to  hear  reports  of  comparatively 
fruitless  Sunday  School  work,  fruitless  because  of  the  lack 
of  persistent  zeal  in  those  who  have  eng-aged  in  it.  Though 
ever}'  one  must  recognize  "■  regularity  '^  as  the  prime  law  of 
Sunday  School  life,  yet  because,  it  may  be,  that  men  regard 
it  as  so  purely  voluntary  as  to  ho  .an  irresponsible  work, 
they  prosecute  it  in  almost  habitual  disregard  of  this  neces- 
sary condition  of  its  success;  and  then,  forsooth,  marvel  that 
so  little  good  seems  to  result  from  their  self-sacrificing  toil 
for  others.  Such  a  zig-zag  and  broken  line  of  ]>rocedure 
invariably  confuses  and  linally  disheartens  him  who  enters 
upon  it,  to  say  nothing  (»f  the  blighting  effect  produced  by 
such  treatment  of  the  tender  plants  just  budding  withjjrom- 
isc.  There  is  a  fearful  responsibility  attached  to  such  a  ca- 
])ricious  moral  husbandry — to  this  using  the  heart  and  mind 
of  childhood  as  the  mere  playthings  of  a  whimsical  benev- 
olence. 

But  he  who  keeps  his  eye  on  the  compass  of  Christian 
duty  will  steer  clear  of  such  foundering  rocks.  To  a  thor- 
ough prosecution  of  your  work  as  a  teacher  in  the  Mission 
Sunday  School,  the  class  you  instruct  slioidd  be  one  of  your 
own  gathering.  You  should  go  to  the  j^laces,  (so  wretched 
are  they,  I  can  scarcely  call  them  homes,)  where  the  infant 
outcasts  are,  and  where  they  dwell,  as  exiles  from  all  good, 
social  and  moral  influences.  Familiarize  yourselves  with 
the  circumstances  of  their  domestic  life,  and  convince  them 
and  their  parents,  that  God  has  sent  you  to  bear  to  them  the 
gospel.  Vindicate  your  earnestness  by  providing  them  de- 
cent clothing,  and  doing  what  you  can  to  relieve  their  tem- 
poral wants.  Then  bring  them  from  their  retreats  and  mar- 
shal vour  little  file  of  raw  recruits  in  the  body  of  the  great 
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gun. The  most  ria'id  regularity  in  every  thing  i,s  necessary 
to  its  successful  prosecution.  Aside  from  the  direct  results 
of  such  a  course,  there  will  be  a  thousand  life-lessons  indi- 
rectly taught  by  it.  The  continued  lifting  up  of  Christ  to 
the  eye  of  these  little  ones,  (thus  keeping  the  intellectual 
subordinated  to  the  spiritual  in  all  your  teachings,)  an  in% a- 
riable  affectionate  treatment,  frequent  visitings  to  enquire 
into  the  occasion  of  absence  from  class,  or  to  supjily  some 
temporal  want,  the  profter  of  an  active  sympathy  in  every 
exigency  of  their  domestic  or  school  life,  will  soon  weave 
ties  of  aifection  between  you  and  your  class, — ties  by  which 
you  may  lead  them  into  paths  of  virtue  and  religion,  and 
which  will  soon  give  you  the  sweetest  assurances  that  your 
Hbor  is  not  to  be  in  vain,  but  that  each  truth  imbibed,  and 
each  faculty  developed  by  these  little  ones,  are  but  so  many 
tokens  of  bd;ter  things  for  them  and  for  you. 

But  this  is  not  the  end.  iS^ay,  you  have  now  but  suc- 
ceeded in  combining  the  elements  of  successful  eftbrt.  That 
it  be  successful,  it  must  be  carried  on  as  beneath  a  banner 
inscribed,  "Tsever  weary  in  well  doing."  Your  class  is  youi- 
little  christian  family.  Its  members  are  your  children  in 
the  Lord.  As  such  they  must  be  cared  for  and  prayed  for. 
As  such  they  must  ])e  watched  and  warned.  They  must  he 
always  pursued  by  your  eye  of  love  wherever  they  go. 
Never  be  persuaded  to  give  them  up  and  form  a  new  class. 
They  will,  after  a  few  years,  be  old  enough  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  bible-class,  and  who  so  competent  to  teach 
them  then,  as  he  who  has  led  them  all  the  way  along,  from 
the  hour  when  they  received  their  first  impression  of  God 
and  his  truth,  the  soul  and  its  worth.  By  this  time  they 
will  have  learned  to  look  to  you  as  their  teacher,  counselor 
and  sympathizer.  By  your  advice  they  will  be  guided  in 
seeking  honorable  employment.  By  your  side  in  the  house 
of  God  they  will  feel  there  is  always  a  place  for  them. 

Thus  shall  your  consecutive  Christian  effort  pluck  pre- 
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cious  souls  from  the  sinks  of  iniquity  aboundint>'  in  our  city, 
and  surround  tlioni  with  blessed  influences  and  fill  theiii 
with  ])reciuus  truth,  and  prepare  theui  for  a  lift,'  of  faith,  and 
80  for  an  eternity  of  joy. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  Mission  School,  instead  of  the  Tarish 
School,  because  the  former  is  the  true  ty])e  of  a  Sunday 
School,  and  Itecausc  the  latter  may  Ik*  left  to  the  fosterinu- 
care  of  tliose  church  orirani/ations  in  which  tlu'V  ai'o  em- 
braced. But  upon  the  members  of  a  Youn^-  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  the  Mission  Sunday  School  has  es})ecial 
claims.  ]\lay  I  trust  that  you  will  never  have  a  disposition 
to  icrnore  them  (  Xay:  from  -what  you  have  already  done, 
from  what  you  are  now  doiui;,  I  know  that  you  are  alive  t<» 
the  importance  of  this  arm  .of  evan^-elization.  As  you 
furthei'  use  it,  may  I  l)eg  you  to  systematize  its  action  ami 
ensure  its  efHciency  l)y  infusino-  into  its  muscle  this  strength- 
en ins:,  enduring,  triumphing  ])rinciple  of  consecutiveness. 

Permit  me  to  say,  in  concluding  these  hastily  arranged 
remarks,  that  I  regard  the  Young  Men's  Christian  .Vssocia- 
tion  and  the  Mission  Sunday  School  as  the  two  most  hopeful 
signs  of  the  present  age.  They  are  marks  of  a  living,  not 
only,  but  of  an  on-movinjr  church.  They  look  to  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  sterile  portions  of  the  moral  world  and  the 
tillage  of  ground  which  has  always  lain  "fallow.  They  are 
alike  catholic  in  their  character  and  compass,  embracing  in 
their  organism  and  operation,  true  Christian  unity.  No 
better  arenas  than  these  for  moral  cnei-gy  to  wrestle  with 
the  powers  of  evil.  ]S'o  better  theatres  for  the  development 
and  exercise  of  the  faculties  of  our  spiritual  frame.  No 
more  attractive  labor  to  him  who  would  nuike  full  proof  of 
his  heirship  as  a  sctn  of  G<.td,  and  full  payment  of  the  debt 
he  owes  the  brotherhood  of  souls  of  which  he  is  a  member. 
Go  forth  then,  my  Christian  friends,  to  another  year  of 
Christian  work,  resolving  that  none  of  the  evangelical  ap- 
pliances permitted  you  to  use,  shall  suffer  in  your  hands 
from  want  (^t  a  proper  zeal,  shall  l»e  incjperative  because  you 
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have  not  iiitelligontly  or  fhitlifully  wielded  them,  (4o  forth, 
remembering  tliat  tliere  are  prizes  in  the  moral  world  better 
worth  the  striving  for  than  those  which  lie  npon  the  altar  of 
man's  ambition ;  that  there  is  a  wealth  of  feeling  greater 
and  more  enduring  than  any  wealth  of  gold;  that  there  is  a 
glory  in  good  actions  more  lustrous  than  crowns  or  chaplets, 
or  any  insignia  of  earthly  otMce ;  that  there  is  a  lu'i-oism  in 
active  pliilanthro})y  both  noble  and  einiobling,  fraught  with 
present  blessing  and  pregnant  with  heavenly  promise. 
"Therefore,  be  ye  stedfast,  nnmovable,  always  abounding 
in  the  ^vork  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  tlnit  your 
lal)or  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord."" 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE     I. 

XAMK     AND     OBJECT. 

Section  1. — The  iiaine  of  this  Society  shall  be  "  Tin;  \'oin<;  Mkn's 
r'^nmsTiAX  Association  of  Chicago." 

Sec.  2. — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  he  the  improvement  of 
the  spii'itual,  intellef  tual  and  social  condition  of  young  men  by  the  ways 
and  means  hereinafter  designated. 

A  it  T  1  ('  L  E     11. 

Skctjon  1. — The  members  of  his  Association  shall  In-  uf  four  cla-S-ses, 
namely,  Active,  Associate,  Life  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  2. — Any  male  member  of  good  standing  in  any  Evangelical 
church,  which  holds  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  in  Christ  alone, 
may  become  an  active  member  by  the  payment  in  advance  of  two  dollars 
annually  ;  and  if  proposed  for  membership  at  any  time  during  the  cur- 
rent 3'ear  after  an  annual  meeting,  said  dues  shall  be  estimated  at  Hfty 
cents  per  i|uarter,  till  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Active  members  only  shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  and  those  under 
forty  years  of  age  onh-  shall  be  eligible  to  oliice. 

Sec  o. — Any  man  of  goo<l  moral  character  may  become  an  associate 
member  by  the  payment  of  two  dollars  in  advance  annually,  and  if  pro- 
posed for  membership  at  any  time  during  the  cuirent  year  after  an 
annual  meeting,  said  dues  shall  lie  estimated  at  fifty  cents  per  quarter, 
till  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  shall  h&  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
the  Association,  excepting  tho.se  of  voting  and  holding  ofticc. 

Sec.  4.- — Any  man  of  good  moral  character  may  become  a  life  member 
of  this  Association,  by  the  payment,  at  any  one  time,  of  twenty  dollars. 

Life  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association, 
subject  only  to  the  provision?  of  section  second,  in  reference  to  age  and 
rhurch  membership. 

Sec  5. — Honorary  members  may  be  elected  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Association,  by  a  vote  of  )\ot  Ie.ss  than  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present. 
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Sfx'.  (J.— Any  meuiber  of  the  Association  may  propose  the  name  of  a 
candidate  for  membership  at  any  one  of  its  regular  meetings,  V>ut  a  vote 
shall  not  he  taken  thereon  until  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, when  a  vote  of  two  thirds  ol"  the  members  present  shall  be  retjuired 
to  elect  said  candidate. 

ARTICLH     ill. 

Dl'TIES    OF    MEMBEKS. 

Section  i. — The  members  of  this  Association  shall  seek  out  young 
men  taking  up  their  residence  in  Chicago  and  its  vicinity,  and  endeavor 
to  bring  them  under  moral  and  religious  iuHuences,  by  aiding  theni  in 
the  selection  of  suital>le  ))oarding  places  and  employment;  by  introduc- 
ing them  to  the  meml>ers  and  privileges  of  the  Association  ;  l)y  securing 
their  attendance  at  some  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  and,  by  every 
means  in  their  power,  surrounding  them  with  Christian  intiuences. 

Sec.  2. — The  members  of  this  Association  shall  exert  themselves  to 
interest  the  chur<-hes  to  wliich  they  respectively  Ijelong,  in  its  object  and 
welfare. 

They  shall  labor  to  induce  all  suitable  young  men  to  connect  thehiselves 
with  this  Association,  and  use  all  practicable  means  for  increasing  its 
membership,  activity  and  usefulness. 

A  11  T  1  C  L  K  .  I  \. 

OFFICEllS. 

Section  1. — The  otlicers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, one  \'ice-Pre.sident  from  each  denomination  represented  in  the 
Association,  who  shall  ))e  chairman  of  the  standing  committees;  a  Rf 
cording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  liiljrarian  and  a  Treas- 
urer ;  also  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each 
church  represented  in  llie  Association,  and  of  wliich  the  officers  elected 
shall  be  ex-officio  members. 

Sec.  2. — .VU  of  the  above  named  oHicei'S  shall  lie  elected  ]ty  ballot,  on 
tlie  third  Monday  evening  in  May  of  each  year,  and  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  ol'  their  office  and  shall  hold  the  same  one  year  from  the  first 
regular  meeting  in  June  following  said  election,  and  until  their  successors 
.<hall  have  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

ARTICLE     A'. 

DUTIES    OF    OFFICEKS. 

Section  1.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  in 
strict  exercise  the  rules  establishe(l  by  parliiunentary  usage,  according  to 
Cushing's  Manual. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  tiic  J^resjdent  to  jiresent,  at  tlie  atuiual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  a  full  report  of  its  doings  and  progress  during 
the  past  year. 

Sec.  2.' — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Presidents  tO' preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Association  in  the  absence  of  the  President. 

Sec.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secret;u-y  to  attend  all 
■the  meetings,  and  kecji  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  thereof,  and 
notifv  all  otficers  of  their  electir>n. 
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lie  shiill  furnish  the  ciiairman  of  each  committee  that  sliall  lie  api)oint- 
cd,  a  list  of  tlie  members  of  said  commitee,  and  a  (h'aft  of  the  business 
couunittod. 

Sec.  4. — The  Corresponchn};  Secretary  sliall,  under  tiie  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  be  the  organ  of  the  Association  in  its  communi- 
cations with  other  societies  and  with  the  public;  he  siiall  keep  cojiies  of 
ail  letters  written,  and  files  of  all  received  by  him,  relating-  to  the  affairs 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  take  cliarge  of  and 
keep  in  order  all  books,  documents,  and  other  movable  property  of  the 
Association,  keep  a  correct  catalogue  and  account  of  tlie  same,  and  also  a 
record  of  the  books  delivered  to  the  members  of  tlie  Association  ;  keep 
a  full  and  complete  register  of  the  name,  denomination  and  church  of 
each  member  of  the  Association  ;  also  suiting  to  which  class  of  members 
he  may  belong,  and  an  alphabetical  index  thereto ;  also,  a  register  of  the 
names  of  persons  ])roposed  for  membership  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Association,  which  books  shall  be  kept  open,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Associa- 
tion, for  the  inspection  of  its  members. 

Sec.  0. — The  Treasurer  shidl  ret'eive  all  monies  due  the  Association, 
and  sliall  pay  all  drafts  drawn  on  him  by  the  Board  of  Managers  from 
funds  in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  sliall  keep  a  full  and 
correct  account  of  his  transactions,  and  report  to  the  Board  when  retpiired, 
and  to  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting,  or  whenever  it  shall  be  de- 
manded by  a  vote  of  the  Association. 

Before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust,  which 
bonds  shall  .be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  7. — The  Board  of  Managers  sliall  take  general  supervision  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Associaticm — its  finances,  correspondence,  rooms,  lil)rarj% 
lectures,  publications,  etc.,  hold  its  meetings  at  least  once  a  month,  and 
construct  by-laws  for  its  own  government :  seven  niemljers  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

VACANCIES   IN    OFFICE. 

In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  of  the  offices,  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Association,  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the  third 
Monday  evening  of  each  month,  for  the  jiroposal  and  election  of  members, 
for  the  promotion  of  social  and  Christian  intercourse,  and  for  the  recep- 
tion and  consideration  of  such  infonnation  as  may  advance  the  welfare  of 
the  Association. 

Sec.  2. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
third  Monday  evening  in  Juno  of  each  year,  at  which  time  the  reports 
of  officers  shall  be  read. 
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Sec.  li.-^Special  niL-ctings  of  the  Association,  for  the  transaction  of 
necessary  business,  may  he  called  hy  the  President,  at  the  written  recjuest 
of  five  nieml)ers. 

Sec.  4. — Fifteen  active  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  5. — All  meetings  of  the  Associations  shall  be  opened  by  the  read- 
ing of  Scriptures  and  prayer,  and  closed  by  singing  and  prayer. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

DISCIPLIXE. 

Section  1. — Tn  any  case  of  immorality  in  any  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion, which  shall  be  comnumicated  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Managers, 
they  shall  investigate  it,  and  take  such  action,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Association,  as  may  seem  expedient;  provided  such  member  shall 
have  the  opportunity  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  and  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec.  2. — In  case  of  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any 
member,  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  declare  liis  ottice 
vacant;  absence  from  three  successive  meetings,  without  sufficient  excuse, 
shall  be  considered  a  neglect  of  duty.  Due  opportunity  for  defence  shall 
be  allowed  the  accused. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  by  which  none  but  members  in 
good  standing  of  Evangelical  churches  as  afore-mentioned,  may  hold 
office,  shall  never  be  annulled ;  and  no  amendment  of  this  Constitution 
shall  be  made,  which  would  allow  the  said  provisions  to  be  annulled. 

In  other  respects  this  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  anieiKk'd  Ijy  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Association ;  provided  such  alterations  or  amendments  shall  have  been 
proposed  at  least  one  month  previous.

LIBRARY. 

Skctiox  1. — There  shall  be  cstjiblished,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association, 
a  library  of  bound  vohnnos,  periodicals  and  i)ai)ei's,  selected  under  tlie 
care  of  the  Board  of  Mana<;ers,  which  shall  be  open  daily  (Sunday's  ex- 
cepted), from  8  o'clock  A.  M.  until  10  P.  M. 

Sec.  2. — The  Board  of  ^lanagers  shall  have  power  to  award  to  the 
Liljrarian  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  in 
order  to  secure  the  constant  attendance  of  himself  or  an  assistant  at  the 
rooms  of  the  Association. 

A  R  T  I  C  L  E    II. 

MEANS  FOR  EFFECTING  THE  OBJECTS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

Section  1. — Devotional  exercises  shall  be  held  weekly,  on  Saturday 
evening,  at  each  of  which  those  present  shall  choose  a  leader  for  the  next 
meeting. 

Sec  2. — At  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Association,  there 
shall  be  presented  an  essay,  or  review  of  some  book,  by  a  member  of  the 
Association,  on  a  theme  previously  apiiroved  of  by  the  t'ounnittee  on 
Essays  and  Reviews,  the  rea(Ung  of  which  shall  be  limited  to  fifteen 
minutes. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  he  appointed,  annually,  the  following  Commit- 
tees, viz : 

1.  A  committee  of  five  on  essays  and  reviews,  who  shall  select,  at 
each  monthly  meeting,  some  member  of  the  Association,  wnth  his  consent, 
to  read  an  essay  or  review  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

2.  A  committee  of  five  to  aid  strangers  in  selecting  places  of  worship. 

3.  A  committee  of  five  to  aid  members  and  strangers  in  selecting 
Esuitable  boarding  houses. 
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4.  A  committee  of  five,  to  aid  members  and  strangers  in  procuring 
employment. 

5.  A  committee  of  five,  to  visit  the  sick  members  of  the  Association 
and  such  strangers  as  may  be  brought  to  their  notice. 

6.  A  committee  of  tive,  on  devotional  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  Except  on  special  motion  to  the  contrary,  all  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  presiding  oflQcer  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE    III. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  All  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  convene  punctually 
as  follows  :  Fi'om  October  to  April,  at  7  o'clock,  and  from  April  to  Octo- 
ber, at  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 

2.  No  question  shall  be  discussed  involving  points  of  doctrinal  differ- 
ence in  Evangelical  churches. 

3.  No  member  shall  leave  the  room  while  another  is  speaking. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  longer  than  five  minutes,  except  when 
reading  an  essay  or  review,  as  heretofore  provided,  and  not  more  than 
once  on  the  same  question,  while  any  other  member  desires  the  floor.

AMENDMENTS  AND  SUSPENSION  OF  BY-LAWS,

Sec.  8. — Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  (piorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  as  provided  by  section  seventh  of  article  fifth,  of  the 
Constitution. 

Sec.  4. — The  following  shall  lie  the  order  of  business : 

1.  Prayer. 

2.  Calling  the  Roll. 

3.  Reading  the  ^linutes. 

4.  Unfinished  Business. 

5.  Reports  from  regular  committees. 
G.  Reports  from  special  connnittees. 

7.  New  business. 

8.  Prayer. 

ARTICLE     II. 

COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Association,  on  the  third  Monday  evening  of  June,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  is  practicable,  six  standing  committees,  consisting  severally  of 
seven  members.

ARTICLE    II  L 

DUTIES   OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  1. — The  Library  Conaiiittee  shall  use  all  suitable  means  for 
the  increase  and  preservation  of  the  Library,  provide  papers  and  periodi- 
cals for  the  reading  room,  and  shall  approve  all  publications  previous  to 
their  admission  into  the  library  and  reading  room  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2. — The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  the  general  supervi- 
sion of  the  finances  of  the  ^Association,  and  shall  devise  the  means  of 
raising  the  necessary  funds  for  defraying  its  annual  expenses.  But  no 
funds  shall  be  paid  out  except  upon  bills  presented  to  and  approved  by 
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the  Board  of  Managers,  and  for  the  payment  of  wliich  drafts  shall  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President  and  Recording  Sccretarj'. 

Sec.  3. — The  Committee  on  Printing  and  Pul>lishing  shall  have  the 
direction  of  the  printing  and  publishing  of  all  books,  documents,  reports, 
circulars  and  other  matter  issued  by  the  Association,  and  shall  attend  to 
the  distribution  of  the  same  as  ordered  by  the  Board.  They  .shall  also 
prepare  and  cause  to  be  published  in  the  newspapers  of  this  cit}',  such 
communications  relative  to  the  Association  and  its  operations  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  appear  calculated  to  interest  the  Christian  public  in  its 
behalf. 

Sec.  4. — The  Committee  on  Lectures  and  Meetings  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  provide  for  the  delivery  of  public  lectures,  upon 
subjects  adapted  to  the  spiritual  and  mental  improvement  of  young  men. 
They  may  procure  teachers  and  lectures  for  any  private  classes  that  may 
be  formed  by  the  members.  They  shall  also  make  arrangements  and  give 
notice  of  all  public  meetings  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5. — The  Committee  on  Rooms  and  Reception  shall  select  (subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board)  suitable  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  make  provision  for  furnishinp^,  lighting,  warming  and 
keeping  the  same  in  order,  and  shall  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  (he 
rooms  an  attractive  place  of  resort  to  the  young  men  of  tliis  city. 

Sec.  6. — The  Committee  on  Statistics  shall  endeavor  to  ascertain  how 
many  young  men  are  communicants  in  the  several  Evangelical  churches 
in  this  city,  the  number  of  .young  men  who  attend  divine  service,  and 
also  the  number  of  those  who  desecrate  the  Sabljath,  and  shall  collect 
such  other  facts  as  may  serve  to  show  the  moral  and  religious  condition 
of  young  men  in  this  city.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Each  standing  committee  shall  report  every  month,  and  whenever  de- 
sired by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE     V. 

AMENDMENTS.
